The hackneyed answer to this line 
ef reasonir|; is the citation of a 
number of the world’s geniuses 
Galileo, Sir Isaac Newtcn, Benven- 
uto Cellini and Sir Frederick Bant- 
ing, who applied their utmost and 
unremitting efforts for the sheer 
satisfaction of accomplishment 
rather than for monetary profit or 
material possesssions. To general- 
ize from this thought and assume 
that under a socialistic order all 
men and women will toil with the 
same intensity is to condradict his- 
tory, 

To be sure those gifted with 
genius have always exercised their 
epecial aptitude under any con- 
ditions short of physical restraint 
They have created, and will con- 
tinue to create the worlds master- 
pleces of music. literature, sculp- 
ture painting and so forth. But 
in a socialistic state would brick- 
layers, carpenters, machinists and 
unskilled laborers put forth their 
best efforts, day by day, for no 
greater reward than that received 


by their lazier or more dilatory 
fellows? 
Any social-economic system 


which is based on discarding the 
age-old principle of a_ better re- 
compense for a better effort seems 
to e foredoomed to failure.

Several facts are basic to the ov- 
erall picture. One ts that whle there 
has been an increase in the tonnage 
of materials ofr new machines in 
1944, there will not be enough . of 
meet the need, 
Replacements will be greater than 
ever before because of the extensive 
use of machinery from 194} to 1943 
arid the changes in producticn that 
have taken place since that time. 

Wide publicity has been given 
to the fact that 80 per cent of the 
1940 tonnage will improve the sit- 
uation in 1944, but that does not 
quite give the correct impression, 
and may lead to over optimism and 
later hard feelings, 

Those who control distribution of 
available farm machinery and other 
equipment are concerned with the 
needs of both Eastern and’ Western. 
But in the west the purchasing 
power of the farmér Has so increas- 
ed during the past three years that 
the 1944 allotments will not nearly 
meet the néed or the demand. It 
will however enabl agriculture to 
carry on if repars are distributed 
to them in time and further conser- 
vation practices are ollowed, custom 
work with machines is adopted and 
co-operative use of new machines 
carried out. That is a prime piont. 

Let us deal first with western 
Canada and here may we say —as 
advised by those who know— that 
the situation applies pretty well 
the same to Eastern Canada. Com- 
~+'ng 1940 with 1944 here is the 
ltneup of farm machinery for the 
west. Hayng machinery is about the 
same but there is a serious shart- 
age of power mowers. In tillage

_¢ -s de net amount to very 
many. Take tractors, for instance, 
of which there were 12,713 sold in 
1940 but only 9010 are available for 


~~'1944. While it is true that Mveitéck 


equipment is increased it will not

{n ghort, official data on avail- 
able supply of farm machinery in- 
dicates that despite the ‘increases 
set for 1944, and. 1945 too, these 
years are being considered as 
critical and shuld be so regarded 
by those on the production front, 
although every effort is being 
made to provide equipment to en- 
able them to carry on in ther 
maximum effort of producing an 
adequate food supply for the Unit- 
ed Nations in the great struggle. 

O'ficials say it is still urgent 
for farmers, everywhere in Cana- 
da, to take all possible steps to pro- 
long the life of their machines This 
neint they stress without reserva- 
tion, Only when equipment is in an 
unrepaivable condition should it be 
warded or traded in. Discouraged 
by afficjal sources is the practice of 
selling workable tractors from the 
farm with the expestation of buy- 
in? new one ‘Tractors should be a- 
vallable for those who need them 
most as there are nct many for 
distribition. 

A bright spot nevertheless is that 
the supply of repair parts is grad- 
ually improving and the time factor 
in distribution has been overcome. 
But—this must be recognized there 
is still a critical shortage of mater- 
ials in the United States in some 
repairs. As we are dependent on 
the U.S. for some repairs, this con- 
dition may effect Canadian farm 
production ofr some time, All farm- 
ers are strongly uryed to order re- 
pairs early which will help the 
machine trade and the machine ad- 
nfinistration to nlan ahead and to 
fet renoir norts distributed on a 
more equitable basis,
